Four weeks ago Ewart Foster, a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. £.

In consequence the young friend» of 
Ewart were informed and yesterday 
afternoon eight of them voluntarily of­ 
fered to submit to the pain of giving 
(lortions of the cuticle fi*om their arms 
to be grafted over the wound. 


Dr. George M. Bell performed the 
operation and the pieces of skin were 
removed from the arms of the boys by 
the use of a needle. The operation was 
a "very painful one but the young 
heroes scarcely winced. The names of 
the boys who submitted to the pain for 
the sake of their friend are: Byron Go- 
down, Raymond Mull, Willie Bush 
Bertie First, Frank fek>ule, Glenn Go- 
down, Floyd Bakeman and lola Foster 
In all fourteen grafts of skin were 
made.

New Orleans, Sept. 25.—Eminent doc­ 
tors believe that the work of the board 
of health is productive of good results 
and that the fever Is not spreading, 
but on the contrary is being confined to 
localities. Thus far there have bisen a 
few less than 100 cases and fifteen 
deatha The death rate Is in the neigh- 
iKirhood of 15 per cent.; it was in 1873 
16 per cf$nt., so that up to the present 
time the disease is about as virulent 
as it was in the last great epidemic 
New Orleans has had. One of the sen­ 
sations of the day was the announce­ 
ment that the board of health had de­ 
cided to prosecute Dr. Honlusin for hav­ 
ing failed to report a case of suspicious 
fever. In one of the morning papers a 
few days ago Dr. Monlusin was quoted 
as saying that there was little if any 
fever In New Orleans and that the pre. 
vailing skkness was Burmah, or aun, 
fever. Yesterday morning Dr. Monlusin 
reported to the board of health the case 
of lfi»s Drey fuss, who, lie said, was suf­ 
fering with-yellow fever. It was not 
long before this report wan received 
that the 1x>ard had reported the death 
of Miss Drey fuss.

Iherefote, a piece of gfonnd which mi^ 
be egpkmd wilbont any begging cf the 
qneelico aslo wbetbsr the fea^ls caused 
i f real ghosts or hf trlckeiy, by rals 
a ^ water pipes or by genuine' glimpses 
d the peo^ile of another world. One 
wonld like to know whether the fbar 
fell Is akin to that ezpeiienced when a 
man Is frightened by a mnawi^ hoise 
or aflieor any other Imminent risk of 
life, or whether It is something differ- 
enl In kind. 


Speaking broadly aad withoni any 
minute consideration of the faclib one 
wonld say that ghost fright did differ 
In kind fkom the fright which comes 
from active danger. Most psoplahave, 
wa Imagine, at sc o m Ume or other in 
Ibeir lives egpsrlenced that eerie, un­ 
canny, creepy Isellng which Is asMcial- 
ed with the possibility of contact with 
the snpematniaL Yet fdw wonl^ de- 
daie that It was In any sense connectsd 
with thedresdof loss of Ilfs or limb. 
The man or woman who wakes np in 
the middle ol the night and heait 
strange noises—thumps rapib clangs 
and crsaklngs—or ssss lights or fbels 
the tonch of nnsssn bands Is probably 
veiy frightened, bnl the sense of bodily 
fear Is not present There Is no dresd 
of being killed. People in the agony of 
terror caused by dangerons accidents 
constantly call ont that they are going 
to be killed, hnt we donbt If that Is ev­ 
er the eass in the fright eaassd. by 
haunted houses. Possibiy this differ­ 
ence may be said to be dne to the fad 
that the dread d the snperaalaral Is 
not nearly so acnls as that canssd by 
the imminent riik of dsath. People, it 
m ^be argned, only Imagine theoMslves 
to be frightened of gbosl% as women 
pretend to be frl^tened of mica. In 
neltber case Is tba fright quite genilne. 
It Is only want of sslf control aad conld 
ha mssterod In an Instant II Iha wlU 
power were In proper order. 


Unfortanatelly for tboss who aigas 
Ibne thsrs Is plenty of evidence to 
show that ossaslonally lbs dieadeC the 
enpematnral pvodnees very serlone re- 
snlta On Ibewhole^ we should say that 
mote people had been frightened ont of 
Ibeir wits by what they bdleved to be 
snpematural phenomena than byaooi- 
dents involving great risk of life. It Is 
not often that one bears of Insanity 
caused even by Hm prolonged agony ol 
ehlpwrsek.

“Then you think the army of Cuba 
llbre has about played out?” 


“Except on paper. Oh, there may be 
5,000 or 6.000 of them In the eastern por­ 
tion of the island in the three provinces 
which have not yet been subjugated, 
but the rest of the island is pacified as 
far as possible. There are thousands of 
country people concentrated In the ci­ 
ties. 
Many are In Cienfuegos. 
Few Keal American Citizens. 


The Spanish have cleared up the 
country districts and sent the people 
Into the towns. 
Many are put In old 
warehouses and other such buildings to 
keep them from the country. These are 
by the government. 
A large per 
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fed 
cent, of these ‘concentrados.* a.«i we call 
them, are women and children who were 
In insurgent camps which had to be 
aiiandoned and were captured l»y the 
Spanish. 
I have helped distribute the 
relief fund provided'by congress, but not 
to native Americans. All those who have 
applied to me have been naturalized 
Cubans or persons who have in some 
way secured naturalization papers."

San Francisco, Sept. 25.—The follow, 
ing private dispatch has been received 
in this city from Champerico, Guate­ 
mala, via Acapulco: 
“Champerico and 
San Felipe are both In the hands of the 
Insurgents 
Barrios has shot and im­ 
prisoned prominent men who sympathise 
with the revolutionists. The wives of 
revolutionists have also been arrested. 
Anarchy is feared." A letter from the 
City of Guatemala has #lso been re­ 
ceived. The writer declares that every­ 
thing, at the time of writing, was in 
a state of chaos. Barrios, he says, has 
lost his head from fright, and In a 
delirium of terror Is imprisoning and 
shooting all who evince the slightest 
leaning toward the insurgent cauiw.
